Make sure your VFO is tuning somewhere close to 5.Q00MHz to 5.100MHz. 
If it's a way off (say, at 4.800MHz) then the AFA won't output any 
audio at all. If you are convinced that it is somewhere near 5MHz, and 
you're still not getting any audio out of it, then it may be dead. 

You can use a general coverage HF RX to find where the VFO is if you 
can't get the use of a frequency counter. 


I'm not sure what shorting pins 6 and 7 together does internally to 
the AFA. Let us have Mike Gipe, K1MG, the AFA designer pronounce on 
that one!

I prefer the glossy stock, because the colors seem to come out a lot 
brighter. At Staples or OfficeMax, photo paper is about the price you 
mention. Absolutely insane! 


Card stock with a normal finish is available at any of those sorts of places 
for just a little more than ordinary paper - perhaps $8-9 for 500 sheets. 


Here in Michigan we have computer trade shows around the larger cities 
almost every weekend. At these I've been able to get glossy stock for 
around $10 for 100 sheets. These shows are populated mostly by local 
dealers, so if you can find xTHEx local dealer who happens to be the one 
that carries it, you're in luck. 


I'd be surprised if they didn't have those shows around Cincinnati, but it 
can be a problem finding them. Once you're on their mailing list it's no 
problem, but until then, tracking one of these things down can be a problem. 


This is also my source for CDR's. They are pretty hard to get locally for 
less than about $2 even in quantities. But one of these shows put me onto 
the dealer that has them for $1 in singles. (Actually, his price has since 
gone up to $1.25, but still better than $2.20)

I dont know how the MFJ ssb rig works for cw. I noticed that MFJ sells these 
metal plates that are uses to mate their qrp rigs to the matching tuner and 
power supply. Well thay can also be used to mate two qrp rigs together as 
well. Since I have both the SSB and the CW version of their 40 meter rigs (the 
9440 and 9040), I just mated the two togather (along with the 971 matching 
tuner, and a coax switch mounted in the back to switch between rigs). The cw 
rig probably works much better that the cw module in the SSB rig. Even with 
the two mated together, they are still a pretty compact combo. If anyone has 
both rigs, you might consider just mating the two and then putting a coax 
switch on the back to switch back and forth. It's a nifty little set up.

The wide IF filter is the source of the problem, NOT receiver the 
front-end. Any strong adjacent signal that is within the rather wide IF 
filter passband will activate the AGC reducing the IF gain and hence 
"killing" any signal that you are trying to hear. The only real cure for 
this is to replace the xtal filter with one having a narrower bandwidth. 
There have been several articles in various QRP mags over the years about 
how to do this, and at one time there was a filter kit available from 
someone. Some Kenwood CW filters are the exact (or almost exact) frequency 
needed and can be essentially "dropped in" (with a little work on 
input/output matching).

Well, believe it or not, another local ham (Conard-WS4S) lent me his K2 for 
2 days. Hooked it up last night (really hard.. had to plug in the antenna, 
and clip the battery leads onto my Gell Cell). Attached my Norcal Paddles, 
and then pushed in the power switch. The rig did its usual magic, lit the 
display saying Elecraft and then displayed the frequency. 


Now I am use to changing the paddle leads to match the keyer (so that dits 
are on left and dashes on right.. the way I like it). First try hit the 
paddle and sent one continuous note. Hit the menu button once to put the rig 
into menu mode, then turned the knob till it said paddles.. momentarily 
pressed the menu again to get to change the menu selection.. this allows you 
to switch between straight key, or which paddle will control the dits and 
dashes.. lot easier than resoldering. 


Was late at this point and not great local WX. Nothing on 10 all the way 
down till 40 meters. 40 was very ugly.. very loud noise and broadcast. Tuned 
in a station around 7.0400 and then figured out how to use filters.. another 
difficult maneuvor. You hit the filter switch and switches between one of 
the 3 settings. Found the one I liked. and immediately made a contact. 
Having heard how sensitive the receiver was, I was at first a little 
concerned because loud signals were about same as band noise. Switched on my 
Corsair I, with 500 hz filter and switched to it. Found I needed to have the 
filter on, use the RF gain and then the notch to get the signal thru.. band 
was just lousy. Same thing again this morning. Did some quick bad band 
condition comparisons, the K2 held up very well against the Corsair in terms 
of receiver. I consider the Corsair to be one of the best Cw rigs I have 
ever owned. The other one is my Kenwood 850.. will try the comparison with 
that also if I get a chance. The only time that the Corsair was at a slight 
advantage was when I used the notch on the Corsair... which on my rig is 
quite effective. Programmed the memory keyer.. works very well. The keyer 
also works very well. 


Love the QSK on the K2, the speaker tone is beautiful... very mellow and 


full, the receiver really pulls in the signals in adverse conditions. The 
rig on less than 5 watts seemed to cut thru the noise, got very good signal 
comments when I asked.. in addition to standard number exchange. It is real 
cool the way when you turn the keyer speed it reads out the speed (and it 
seems to me to be the actual speed), when you change the power level, it 
also reads your power out on the digital display. Very well thought out 
computer interface. The rig is very intutitive.. so far.. many many features 
I didn't mess with. The keyer worked very well for me. I really like the 
main tuning knob.. very high quality and nice feel. Very impressed so far. 
Hope to be able to play on some of the other bands tonight or tomorrow am.. 
may have to take some vacation time in the morning tomorrow.

Many thanks, Earl, to you and others who have so correctly pointed out 
that Beethoven lived during the late 18th and early 19th century and, 
therefore, could not have invented the Morse code. His 5th and, in fact, 


most of his symphonies were written to commemorate the the most 
significant events in Europe during his life which would be the 
Napoleonic wars and the grandeur of any subsequent military victories. A 
theme of a symphony is, by definition, a sequence of timed notes (i.e. 
di di dit dah) which is found throughout the symphony. I find it very 
curious that the letter 'V', which btw is also the Roman numeral for 5, 
evolved in Morse to that very theme and was (is) used to signal victory. 
Indeed, it has been pointed out to me that the BBC opened its news 
broadcasts during the war by playing Beethoven's 5th. To say that this 
association is pure coincidence lacks vision and only points out that 
the fact may not have been by mere mortal design.

If 
you listen to the symphony, you will hear that sequence throughout the 
entire piece.

As a low volume shipper of QRP kits, I can tell you why USPS Priority 
Mail is the preferred choice. 


In order to have UPS pick up your package for ground shipment, you 
must set up an account with them and pay them a service fee (around 
$35/ month, last I checked) whether you ship anything or not. My 
office is in a building with several other businesses. One of them 
ships stuff daily, has an account with UPS, and UPS comes to the 
shipping dock twice a day. UPS will not accept a package for shipment 
from me at the same shipping dock from the same shipping clerk unless 
I pay a separate account service fee. My other choice is to take off 
work, drive down to UPS or one of their auxiliary shippers, stand in 
line and wait. I would lose $100 of income to earn $1.00 profit. On 
the other hand, the USPS picks up every day, including Saturday, for 
free, and has a very simple rate structure. 


For the small packages typical of QRP kits, Priority mail is less 
expensive than UPS to most addresses. 


USPS supplies rugged shipping boxes whereas UPS does not. The extra 
cost of the shipping box would have to be added to the price of the 
kit. 


The UPS insurance costs extra. 


To date, I have not lost a single shipment sent via Priority Mail, but 
have lost one sent via UPS. 


Most QRP suppliers are not going to retire early on their earnings, 
but feel they are providing a service to the QRP community by 
supplying kits. Minimizing the hassle factor is very important.

Well, slowish postal service to Canada, a weekend head cold (Rx=bed rest 
and Elmore Leonard western collection to read) have produced a behind the 
pack start on the NC-20. 


Firstly, an inventory. Not ONE part missing or awry - save for one 
resistor deliverd at 1/2 watt instead of 1/4 watt. OK, substitutions 
allowed here (just don't ask for chicken salad on toast, without the 
chicken, Jack.) (anyone see Five Easy Pieces lately? Jack Nicholson had 
hair once, but he has always had the eyebrows. Know whadda I mean?). 


So cool. Started on the back, so far so good. Hey, mechanical solution 
required. Figured out the ground lub (Jeff the Doctor of Veterinary 
Medicine might be more adept with the hemostats than I am, but I did it). 
Hint - get some hemostat/locking forceps. 


Hint #2 - Gotta enlarge the hole for the 10 turn pot - get the UniBit. 
UniBit = multiple diameter staged hole drill at Home Depot. 

Stick UniBit thru the VFO pot hole and let it self-centre itself while 
drilling into some wood. Let the front panel hole centre onto its current 
diamter on the UniBit 

so it is going to drill a hole where you want, enlarging the present 
diameter. I drilled some test metal first, finding out where the diameter 
was on the UniBit that the pot shaft fit thru, then marked the place to 
stop ON the UniBit with some masking tape BEFORE I did the real panel. 

A true qrper measures twice, UniBits once. Extend the principle to 
identifying parts before soldering, I must say. 


OK. So now I get to file a bit on the 10 turn pot lugs so it fits onto the 
pc board 

straight and now the other pots and mini-switches (which I might say 
should be screened for placement showing they do go on the bottom of the 
board, maybe, since that is where 

they go. Hope everyone read that first before mounting them top-side. 


By the way, Chuck Adams' photos on his www page are super for getting an 
idea of how some of the stuff goes (if there were twice as many no one 
could have any doubt at all as to how to do anything). 


I hope Dave Fifield (or NorCal) can find some server space for the 
comments and helpful hints to go on - it is very useful to have such a 
place for the archiving of the progress if someone can capture and present 


them there.

I will build a LED SWR 
into the tuner. This will solve my problem. 


While you're at it, I'd recommend adding an SPDT toggle switch to the rear panel. 
Connect the wire from the variable cap to 

the center contact (the switch pole) of the switch, then connect one end contact 
(the "throw") to the center pin of the input 

connector and the other to the center pin of the output connector. By flipping the 
switch, you convert from an L-C matching 

network to a C-L, thus increasing (significantly) the range of impedances you can 
match.
